The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As claimed by 
the instant claim 1 , and taught in the specification at page 15 and in the experimental 
examples, Applicant's matrix contains oxygen that was created during the manufacture 
of the matrix. The prior art relied upon by the examiner (U.S. Pat. No. 5,792,090) 
teaches a wound dressing with oxygen, wherein the oxygen is created after 
permangante solution is reacted with hydrogen peroxide while the dressing was over 
the wound. As such, the instant claims are not anticipated nor made obvious by the 
prior art and the previous rejection is withdrawn.
